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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant filed a response to the Non-Final Action of July 1 1 , 2008 on October 
14, 2008. Claims 1-41 are cancelled. Claims 43, 50-55 are amended. 
Claims 42-67 are under consideration. 

Withdrawn Objection/Rejections 

Claim Objection 

Applicant's arguments, see page 8 of Applicant's response, filed October 14, 
2008, with respect to the objection of claims 42-47 for using the phrase, "endogenous" 
have been full considered and are persuasive. Applicant indicates that claim 43 has 
been amended to delete the recitation of "endogenous. The objection of claims 42-47 
has been withdrawn . 

Double Patenting 

Applicant filed a terminal disclaimer for the provisional obviousness type double 
patenting rejection of Application No. 10/623,150 on December 19, 2008. The terminal 
disclaimer has been entered. The provisional rejection has been withdrawn . 

35 USC § 103 

Applicant's arguments, see page 8 of Applicant's response, filed October 14, 
2008, with respect to the rejection of claims 50, 53, 62-67 as being obvious over Maher 
et al. (US Patent 6,686,193) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Applicant 
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indicates that claims 50 and 53 have been amended to require that the genetic 
modifications of at least 2 CIC channels. The rejection of claims 50, 53, 62-67 has been 
withdrawn . 

Claims 42-67 are allowable.
